ferred to the herbarium, but there looks as fresh and 
beautiful as it did while growing—tho very fairy of 
flowers. Nor will the splendid silyer-weed be overlooked, 
with its prettily notched leayes, which underneath have 
a rich silyery appearance; while the golden-coloured 
flowers which spread out every way, are soft as velvet to 
the feel. Then the water has its grass like the field, and 
1s sometimes covered with great meadows of green, among 
which are seon flowers as beautiful as grow on the inland

PLEASING and instructive writer in Chambers's 
Journal discourses, under the heading ‘In the Jewel 
Garden,” on precious stones, and many of his remarks 


must prove of more than ordinary interest to ladies, Most 
precious stones, like human beings, will scratch ono 
another; but sometimes, unlike them, they will refuse 
to perform that friendly office. This peculiarity affords 
one of tho best tests of their true naturo. Thus, sup- 
posing it were wished to ascertain what gem a white stone 
was, by following the rules laid down by Mr. Emmanuel 
in his recent work wo should know that if it wero 
scratched by a sapphire it could not be a diamond, and if 
it scratched glass it must necessarily be a beryl, or quartz, 
or rock-crystal, Again, if its specific gravity were less 
than 2:0 it could not be a ruby or a sapphire, and if it did 
not acquire electricity by heat it could neither be a topaz 
nora jarzoon. or the purpose, therofore, of satisfying 
his mind, all that is necessary for Aladdin to procure is a 
crystal of sapphiro (cheap and easily obtained), a pice 
of quartz or rock-crystal, a piece of hard flint-glass, and 
a pair of scales, for tho purpose of taking tho specific 
gravity, Thon the African magician himself could not 
cheat him. 

But all kinds of frauds abound in this costly trade, 
There are ‘ doublets” of which “ the undor part is glass 
joined artistically without coment; or sometimes the ton 
is sapphire, and the under part gem of less value, sion 
as garnct.” Some stones have the interior of their setting 
enamelled or painted, to throw a tint of colour into tho 
gom ; and diamonds have the inside of their setting of 
polished silver, to correct. a yellowish tinge. Evyenin the 
countries where tho real goms are produced you are sub- 
ject to deception. Blue glass cut into facets is exported 
from Birmingham and Paris to Colombo, for the Cinga- 
lose to dispose of to the passengers by the Peninsular and 
Oriental steamers, Mr, Emmanuel hopes that this intel- 
ligence may put folks on their guard, and also that the 
information he otherwise affords may prevent persons re- 
sidingin foreign countriessending home worthless pebbles, 
under the impression that they aro priceless goms, In 
one instance, a man actually left hig business, and, at a 
very considerable &xpense, camo to this country to sell a 
quantity of diamonds which turned out to be nodules of 
rock-crystal. It is quite probable such persons are great 
pests to jewellers, and always faney they are being 
cheated by thom. Lapidaries themselves, however, aro 
some‘imes deceived, A nob'e lady in this country for- 
merly possessed a sapphire, which’ ig perhaps tho finest 
known. Sho sold it, however, during her ‘ifotime, and 
replaced it by an imitation go skilfully made as to deceive 
even the jowellor who valued it for probate-duty ; it was 
ostimated at 10,0001, and the duty paid on it by tho 
legates, who was doubtless chagrined when he discovered 
the deception. 

Mr. Eminanuel does not confine himself 
modern deceits; he lays bare, with hands as remorseless 
as Niebuhy’s, the falsehoods of tho past. Even such a 
fine old story as Cleopatra’s pearl is not respected by his 
profane intelligence, A pearl of tho magnitude which 
has been ascribed to it could neyer, he says, have been 
dissolved in vinegar, but would have required a much 
*trongor acid, such as would have destroyed not only the 
Ezyptian lady’s tecth, but her existence. Perhaps the

Serapius ascribed to the diamond the power of driving 
away ““incubes and succabos”; but, ou account of our 


| selves of their parents’ counsel 
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ignoranco of the nature of those objects, we cannot form 
a judgment as to whether this was an advantage or the 
reverse; suckabobs we used, as children, to consider rather 
nice, The ruby, according to Boéthius, was a sovereign 
remedy against poison. Tho jacinth produced sleep. The 
emerald, by changing colour, indicated false witnesses. 
Lhe sapphire procured favour with princes (which seems 
likely enough), and the chrysolite (also likely) assuaged 
wrath. The twelve apostles were each symbolised by a 
precious stone—Peter by jasper, John by emerald, and 
so on. 

Of the twelve stones in the breast-plate of the high 
priest, thero was (1) the sardius (any precious stone of a 
red hue), among tho Jews supposed to bo a preservative 
against the plague, and among the Arabs an agent for 
stopping hemorrhage. Hebrew legends state that the 
blushing ruby became the symbolical representative of 
Reuben. (2) Tho topaz; from tho island ‘Topazion, 
supposed to bo situated in the Red Sea, (3) The pashaols, 
which in its Hebrew name Bareketh, signifies ‘ flashing 
stone.” A carbuncle was said to haye been suspended— 
like our gas chandeliers—in the Ark of Noah, where it 
must certainly have been otherwise rather dark. This 
stone was said to drop from the clouds amid the flashes 
of lightniny. (4) Although the “ Authorised V ersion ” 
translates Nophek as emerald, this seems to have been 
also a carbuncle. ‘Those of Superior brilliancy are un- 
gallantly called males: the inferior ones, females. (5) 
Sapphire; tho most favourite precious stone in Holy 
Writ. The tables on which tho ten commandments wore 
engrayed aro said to have been made of it: it was even 
supposed to preserve tho sight. (6) Tho diamond. Of 
this stono our author gravely relates: « A noble lady 
inherited two diamonds, which for many years remained 
hidden among her treasures; from time to timo theso 
stones gave birth to indisputable fac-similes and likenesses 
of themselves.” ‘They also, like th 


the carbuncles, must, we 
suppose, have been male and female. Tho anecdote 
reminds us of the wit who, Inspecting his friend’s study, 


and perceiving that the male and female authors were 
kept scrupulously apart, remarked: «You do not wish, 
I see, to increaso your library,” (7) The turquoise, 
This precious stone was also the subject of a precious 
falschood. An ancient writer upon’ it narrates with 
seriousness : ‘‘ One of my relatives possessed a turquoise, 
set in a gold ring, which he wore on his finger. It 
happened that he was seized with a malady of which he 
died.

and simplest method of taking fern-impressions will 
form a fitting supplement to our directions ast wook for 
drying and preserving flowers. J’erns may be easily col- 
lected during summer rambles—ospecially at this season, 
when all who possibly can, fly from the hot town and 
crowded city to the pleasant country homestead, or the 
sea-side—and may be made to afford refined enjoyment 
at the time, as well as most pleasurable occupation for 
tho long autumn evenings, :

A pampuLet on the subject of gold in France, just published

Gookery wy Domestic Hints, 


Tmprrtat Poppina.—Put four ouncos of fine bread-crumbs to 
soak in some new milk, and the same quantity of bread to 
soak in a strong infusion of saffron. Drain both; separate the 
yolks and whites of six eggs; beat each for a quarter of an 
hour, then add the yolks to the bread soaked in saffron, and the 
whites to that soaked in milk; take a good-sized pudding mould, 
butter it, and put in alternate layers of the soaked bread, and 
between each strew citron chips and chopped sweet almonds ; 
pour over it half a pint of sweetened cream; tio it over with 
a floured cloth, and boil it for an hour. Turn it out to serve, 
and pour wine-sauce in the dish. ‘he “Queen of Spain's 
Pudding ” is made by using rico instead of bread-crumbs, and 
interspersing the layers with fraits preserved ia brandy, some 
of which are algo used to decorate the dish in which the pudding 
is served, 


Vicrorta Puppinc.—Line a baking dish with puff paste, put 
a layer of orange marmalade at the bottom; take three ounces 
of lump sugar, four eggs, leaving out one white, three ounces 
of butter, mix well together, lay on the marm ilade, and bake 
one hour; beat the white of one egg to a very light froth, put 
it on the top of the pudding, set it a few minutes in the oven to 
harden. An excellent pudding, and very good cold. 


Appies In Apricor Jam.—Take twenty small russets, core 
them without breaking them (do not force the apple scoop but 
half-way down, and then try tho other end), pare and cut them 
in slices like halfpennies; cover a dish with apricot jam, then 
with the apples, and so on till you raise it in a dome in the 
centre, glaze it with sifted sugar, put it in the oven, and when 
done, wipe the edge of the dish and serve. 


Portucurse Tant.—Time to bake, half an hour. Take 
twelve golden pippins, some apricot jam, one pint of milk, four 
bitter almonds, a quarter of a pound of sugar, a little cinnamon, 
twelve eggs, a quarter of x pound of puff paste. Cover the 
inside of a pie-dish with puff paste, lay in twelve golden pippins, 
peeled, cored, and quartered, put over them a layer of apricot 
jam. ‘Then boil, in a pint of new milk, four bitter almonds, a 
quarter of a pound of loaf sugar, and a piece of cinnamon, When 
cool, stir in the yolks of twelve eggs well beaten, pour it over 
the apples and jam, and bake. 


The seful Corner. 


Tcrp Tea.—Tho most delicious and sustaining beverage that 
can be drunk this weather is good strong tea cooled down with 
lumps of ice. It should be only slightly sweetened, without 
milk, and flavoured with a few slices of lemon, which are infused 
at the time the tea is first made. A jug of this ready at hand 
would suit the complaint of many of our readers to a 'T whilst 
the thermometer remains where it is and has been of late,—

Bencat Curry.—The following admirable directions ap- 
peared in the Fied. They are so thoroughly to the point, that 
we make no excuse for transferring thom to our columns: 
“ From a long residence in the East Indies, T am able to in- 
struct others in the art and mystery of making a really good 
Bengal curry. First as to the curry powder. ‘This I always 
mix myself, to avoid the trash of the shops. ‘or many years 
Ihave bought the ingredients at the following prices from Mr.

Soz, coriander seed, 9d.; 6oz, very best ginger, 9d. ; 50z. mus- 
turd, 7d. ; 502. black pepper, 5d.; 14oz. cayenne, 6d. 4oz carda- 
mums, 6d.; }oz. cummin, 2d.; }0z. cinnamon, 3d.: — }foz. 
pimento, ld. ; in all 39}0z., costing ds, ; all finely powdered and 
put up in sepurate parcels, When sent home these ingredients 
are put into a large bowl and thoroughly mixed together, A 
number of small bottles are got ready, into which the powder 


| is placed and pressed down; and if corks are used, these are 


carefully sealed over, 89 8 to exclude the air entirely, One 
bottle at a time is opened for use, and thus the quantity made 
willlast along while. Having secured our,curry powder ata coat 
of about threehalfpence per ounce, let us now proceed to make 
our curry and boil our rice, d@ /@ Bengal, As %a rule a knite is 
nover employed when one is eating a curry, as it is always 80 
thoroughly cooked that a fork and spoon only are noaded, 
But the time occupied in cooking of course varies according to 
the meat used. For brevity let us take veal — say 41b. of tho 
lean part of the breast of veal (to avoid much fat), Out this 
all into small pieces, and put them into a saucepan with an 
ounce of sweet butter, two largo tablespoonfuls of curry powder, 
two large onions cut very fine, four or five small cloves of 
garlic chopped up finely, and some nico stroaky bacon cut up 
into small thin slices. Stirall up together and put it ona gentle 
fire, covering the saucepan, and only uncovering it to stir it, 
which should be done very frequently. ‘The hovt speedily draws 
out the jucies of the meat, forming sufficient gravy to prevent: 
burning. After a while the saucepan is drawn almost off the 
fire, so as to keep tho contents at a gentle simmer only, and it 
continues at this until the gravy is pretty well dried up, when 
a large-sized breakfast cuptul of fresh milk is added (gradually, 
so as not to cool it down too much), and salt to taste. The 
saucepan is again placed on the fice for a few moments, to bring 
it rapidly to the boil, then drawn back and kept ones more 
gently simmering until quite done, stirring very frequently. It 
should occupy three to four hours in cooking, and never be 
‘galloped.’ When served up to table it ought to bo as hot aa 
possible, but all the fut must be proviously skimmed off, It is 
well to remember that this ‘curry fat’ is far better than but- 
ter for frying fish with. Half an hour or more before the 
curry is required on the table begin to cook the rice. Fine 
Patna or Curolina is the best, of which take one measure, putting 
three such measures of water, and boil rapidly, bot never on 
any consideration stir or shake it up. When it is perceived 
that water no longer shows on the rice, draw the saucepan on 
to the hob and give a little time for the rice to dry, which it 
soon does, when it will all turn out beautifully cooked and each 
grain separate. ‘Chis is the only proper mode of cooking rice, 
In serving up, the curry shouldbe in one (covered) side dish, 
the rice in another, and both quite hot. Whoever follows those 
instructions will always have curry and rica fit to eat.—

It was 
designed by Mr. Cameron, and is very graceful, quite 
eastern in style, Radama’s tomb looks ‘very shabby by 
the side of it. The courtyard was thronged with people 
at work preparing the grave. Just near the gate on the 
left hand the masons were doing the stonework, and on 
the right were the metal workers employed at their 
furnaces, making a silver box for a coffin. In another 

lace carpenters were busy making the wooden house. 
Ihe coffin was very largo—3ft. Jin. in breadth and depth, 
and about 6ft. long, It was made of bars, each bar made 
of 50 dollars riveted together in a rough stylo, and very 
little was dono to polish if, Tho funeral procession was 
grand.

Brieuter Days Wit Comn.—We are glad to hear if; for, 
using the words metaphorically, the days are very dark indeed 
that can tolerate such music and “ poctry ’’ as this composition 
offers. As regards the melody, judging it by the very lowest 
standard—namely, what is required by an unmusical public 
(by which we mean a public without the slightest knowledge 
of mutic as a science), it lacks that consecutiveness of tone 
which alone will captivate furany length of time the unlearned. 
Notwithstanding that it has three great recommendations to 
public favour, its existence must be transitory, for we quite 
think “ Brighter Days Will Come,’’ and bring with them a 
brighter public, and songs lacking brightness now will then 
most assuredly be out of fashion. We said this song has three 
recommendations to public favour. In the first place it is very 
simple ; in the second, it is in an easy key (one sharp); and in 
the third, it will scarcely tax the most ordinary voice, its highest 
note being Ein the fourth space, its lowest D below the lines, 
As for the words, they are worse than commonplace, for Mr, 
Leigh Wilson seems ignorant of the commonest laws of 
metrical construction. ‘Che fourth line of the first verse is an 
iambic one, “‘I’o-morrow may bo fair,’ but the corresponding 
one in the next verse is a trochaic, “ Glad’ning ev'ry one.” 
Then, again, the sixth line of the first verse 1s a trochaic, 
** Live not in a dream,’ but the corresponding one in the next 
verse ig iambic, ‘Lis only for a while.’ Lastly, can any of 
our readers make out any meaning in the third line of the 
four following? Wo confess we cannut:—

Come to My Sovn wv Dagams is a light, agreeable song, well 
calculated to please all who are not over scrupulous ia their 
choice of good music.

Mdme, Macfarren's translation of the French poet's 
serenade is rather too free, and we miss some of the points of 
Victor Hugo's excellent words.

Ohe Kudies’ Garden. 


Up to the time we write, the heat continues and the rain 
holds off. On Sunday, it is true, the clouds rolled over London 
and the suburbs, and the welcome drops pattered down fora 
few minutes, but then as suddenly ceased, and the heat has 
been, if anything, more intolerable since. Under these ciream- 
stances our gardening readers will find their chief out-door 
occupation in gathering seed, rooting up decaying annuals, 
training and nailing up creepers, and doing other general work 
of the kind. 

Ranunculuses should be taken up as soon as their foliage 
turns yellow, and be carefully dried in the shade before 
they are put away in boxes, ‘The seeds also may be sown, and, 
if choice, it would be better to sow them in pots or boxes, so 
that they may be removed under glass when necessary, to keep 
off excess of moisture in the autumn, and frost in the winter. 

Perennials in pots, hardy, half hardy and tender, require 
considerable vigilance during such weather as that we have 
experienced for the past two months, A few hours’ neglect in 
watering, say, spoils the bloom, and this often repeated ruins 
tho plants. Those in the open ground will not, of course, 
require watering so frequently. ‘I'nose out of bloom may be 
propagated by parting the roots, and this may be done in two 
ways, I®f tho bordors in which they are growing are to remain 
in the same style, the best method is to cut off with the spade 
irregular portions of the patch, so as to leave the plant wndis- 
turbed, and no larger than it is desired. ‘The portions so cut 
away may be divided into moderately small pieces, and be 
planted in nursery beds to grow into good-sized plants. Among 
the subjects to be so propagated, may be mentioned scarlet 
lychnis, the several campanulas, daisies, polyanthuses, prim- 
roses, almost all herbaceous plants, the Michaelmas daisies, 
asters of all kinds, peonies, &c. Where if is desirable to make 
t.e largest quantity of stock, it is better to dig up the whole 
plant, and divide it into as many pieces as possible, with a 
pyrtion of root to each, when plant in a shady border, six 
inches apart. 

Those who wish to save their flower sceds will in many cases 
have to be on tho alert, for the excessively hot, dry weather we 
have experienced has ripened many kinds premiturely. 

Rhododendrons, kalmias, &e., should be copiously watered, 
and divested of all their seed pods, Liquid manure will be found 
beneficial if they have not yet mitured their growth. 

The following general hints will be sufficient to indicate 
seasonable work for August, ‘I'he fading of the borders may be 
arrested by removing decayed flowers of such as throw up fresh 
heads, Plant out seedling annuals to keep up the gaicty of the 
scene, Pot late annuals for window blooming. ‘l'ako cuttings 
of pelargoniums that are out of flower; also of calccolarias, 
antirrhiniums, &¢c., nono of which require heat to strike 
thom. Continue to take up bulbs as they decry at top. 
Water chrysanthemums freely with liquid manure, and pot the 
smaller kinds intended for window blooming, Examine dahlias 
and loosen the early ties if they pinch at all. Brompton stocks 
should now bo planted whero thoy are to flower. Gathor seeds 
that are ripe, and root out Riaials as they loose their beauty. 

Just now, when seed is not only being frecly gathered but 
sown, & hint as to its management will not be out of place, Seed, 
when sown, should never be allowel to get quite dry, for when 
once it has swelled, which it will from the natural dampness of 
the earth, and afterwards dries, its vitality will bo dostroyed ; 
therefore it should be occasionally watered ; but it is difficult 
to get a rose fine enough to water it without washing it up. 
The best means of doing it, Mr. Glenny thinks, is by a common 
clothes brush; dip it in water, hold the hairs, draw your hand 
towards you, and it flies off fine as dew, without disturbing a 
grain of soil or seed. Calceolaria, petunia, lobelia, and all the 
seeds that are very small, should be watered in the same way. 
Read's patent syringes will throw water through their finest 
roses as fine asdew; but the water must be thrown up so as to 
fall lightly without force; the brush, however, is the best for 
those not accustomed to use the syringe. 

In the greenhouse, shift all plants required for late blooming, 
and grow them on to a good size before allowing them to blossom. 
Cinerarias for winter blooming must have good culture and 
shifts as required, and camellias may be shifted if necessary ; 
but, if well potted in the first instance, they will flourish in the 
same pots for three seasons in succession, and to overpot them 
isto do them injury, from which they may never recover, 
Ericas generally require to be pruned and cleared of seed-pods 
and dead flowers. Any not shifted in the spring cut in at once, 
and as soon as they break re-pot them. Re-pot Leschonaultias, 
Every kind of hard-wooded plants may be re-potted now if out 
of bloom, arta: 

In tho conservatory, plants to have plenty of air night and 
day, and abundance of water for all growing plants, overhead as 
well as at the roots. Neglect of watering now will hereafter 
show sad results, especially among soft-wooded and liliaceous 

lants. 

We epitomise the following general directions from tho 
Gardener's Magazine --— 

Cuttings of all kinds may now bo struck out of doors; 
antirrhinums, phloxes, pentstemons, alyssums, dielytras, &c., 
and cuttings of laurels, aucubas, and other shrubs, must be 
struck in the shade; but geranium cuttings should be struck in 
the full sun, and the sooner they are got in the better plants 
they will make to stand the winter. Where long ripe branches 
of geraniums can be spared, they are better than soft shoots; 
and, if pinched for time, strike a lot of such ripe branches in 
five-inch pots, half a dozonin wu pot, put all round, and they 
need not be potted separately till spring, when started for bed- 
ding out. 

Evergreens and shrubs of the free-growing kinds may be 
propagated from this time to the ond of August; cuttings put 
in a shady place will root immediate] y. Prepare now to plant 
evergreens, Which move well from the end of July to the end of 
September. In new ground this is the best season to plant 
them, but in established gardens the places intended for them 
are generally occupied with summer flowers. 


We are happy to be able to add that since the above article 
was in type the welcome rain has fallon, and vegetation has 
marvellously revived.

having immersed some cotton-wool in tincture of aconite poured 
into a dish and set in a warm place, wait until the tincture has 
evaporated and feft the cotton-wool impregnated with aconite 
paste. ‘This paste-mixture of cotton and aconite is what the 
tooth is to be filled with. Pain usually departa in about ten 
minutes. It is not intended that the patient shall swallow a o7 
part of this aconite paste or its products; but even if degluit.on 
do occur no poisoning will ensue, the quantity of the active 
principle of aconite thus capable of finding its way to the 
stomuch being insufficient to develop any bad consequences, 
‘here ig an incorporation of arsenic and morphia slightly more 
efficacious than uconite for alleviating toothache; but it is | 
altogether too dangerous for domestic or private use.

A Wonp on Pouttry.—T'wo-year-old hens lay the best eggs 
for setting ; and those from four-year-old hens should never be 
used, as the chickens are invariably lacking in vigour, Youcan 
rear good, fair birds in March and April, but the best are 
generally hatched in the eurly part of May, Many fanciers 
will not try and reir any chickens, saye bantams, after the first 
week in Juno, ‘ Nature,” they say, “ denies any luck with 
them when haytime begins.” We cannot commend the thrifty 
system of the Kentish farmer, who is recorded in the Gentleman's 
Magazine of the last century to have economised the hatching 
power of hishens by letting them sit forten days, and allowing the 
hoat of the dunghill to do the rest, while the hen was set afresh 
four or five times. Still there is often an immense deal of egg pro- 
duction wasted at clucking time. Hens are allowed to remain 
sitting for weeks on nest eggs, or perpetually bothering the 
layers and the future mothers by getting in beside them. Dipping 
them in water, or putting them in a coop with a cloth over it, 
are very tedious and ussless processes, ag the hen only nurses 
her desire to be “ broody”’ by crouching down, and may go on 
for an indefinite time if she is of Cochin blood. Our plan has 
always been to have a low wire house running the whole length 
of the day yard, with a small pent house at one end to shelter 
them from rough nights. Hens not required to sit are slipped 
in through a little sliding panel, and supplied with a little corn 
and abundance of water. ‘I'he sight of the other hens at liberty 
excites them, and instead of nursing their griof in solitude they 
are kept in exercise the whole day, walking backwards and 
forwards at the wires when they are not drinking, and in less 
than a week, if they are caged early, they begin laying again. 


Tne Ludington (Michigan) Record contains the follow- 
ing remarkable story :—Mr. Henry Ilynn lives about 
forty miles cast of this place, at or near the lodging 
camps of Mr. Ludington.

skeleton, which, of course, you are anxious to keep quite 
perfect. But if you are impatient of waiting, a few drops 
of muriatic acid would hasten the destruction of the soft 
parts. ‘The most usual plan, however, is to soak tho 
leaves in rain-water only, until the skin which enyelopos 
the fibre is quite soft and loose, so that it can be easily 
remoyed. ‘Ihe best plan for accomplishing this is to lay 
each leaf separately 1n a plate full of water, and carefully 
remoye the soft parts with a needle, or by gentle rubbing 
with the finger and thumb, Of course, great care must 
be taken not to break the skeleton; but with a little 
practice you will be able to do it easily. As soon as the 
water thickens, so that you cannot well see what you aro 
about, change it, or you will spoil your work. In some 
cases a piece of soft flannel may be used with advantage ; 
but the final clearing of pulp from the fibres must be per- 
formed with a camel-hair brush. The time required for 
steeping the leaves depends upon a variety of circumstances, 
such as the kind of leaf, its age, the time of year, tho 
temperature of the weather, &c. The leaves of the ivy 
and holly require soaking for three or four months, whilo 
those of the pear, apple, and poplar will be ready in as 
many weeks. Maples, linden, elm, horse-chestnut, and 
others havo so slight an epidermis that it soon softens and 
decays. Somo persons in first putting the leaves in to 
macerate cover them with soft boiling water, and with 
many of the tougher kinds this is not a bad plan. Pieces of 
glass, too, will olten be found convenient for holding them 
in their places. Of course it will require patience and per- 
severance before ‘ first-rate”? skeletons can be obtained ; 
but the task is not so difficult but thatany one gifted with 
ordinary patience and medium talent may be able to pro- 
cure very creditable specimens, The yessel containing 
the water may be pretty well filled with \specimens, as 
they will not injure each other unless shaken too rudely, 
but rather assist in the process of decomposition. 


A shorter method than that just explained has been 
devised for preparing skeleton leaves, which occupies but 
a few minutes, but 1s perhaps applicable only to those of 
the toughest fibre as the process is somewhat rough. It 
consists in drying the leaves between sheets of blotting- 
paper, in a botanical press or undera weight; when quite 
dry, place tho leaf to be operated upon on a soft pad and 
beat 1t with a clothes brush until the pulp is entirely 
separated from the fibre, Some very good skeletons havo 
been obtained in this manner, particularly of the oak, but 
they cannot be bleached so effectively as leayes prepared 
by the ordinary method. 

Boiling with soap, Mr. Parrish tells us, complotely 
loosens the skin of some leaves, the best instance he had 
seon being that of the camellia japonica,—a beautiful 
leaf—the skin of which was blistered over the whole 
surface, soas to peel off with perfect facility, and, by, 
washing under water between the thumb and finger 
became a perfect skeleton, After all, however, we would 
advise our readers to trust rather to the old-fashioned and 
effective method of maceration by rain-water, than any 
other process, where time is no great object, and perfect 
skeletons are desired, 

Having already exceeded our allotted space, wo must 
reserve our remarks on bleaching and mounting the speci- 
mens for another paper,
